JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
War has broken out in the Awa provinces. Formerly the island 
f Awa-shima was independent of the Daimiate of Awa, but bas 
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since been annexed thereto, and become subject to the Daimio. 
But, on the death of the late Governor of the island, when his 
son was a boy of tender years, the Governorship was assumed by his 
uncle until lately, when the boy had reached his nineteenth year. 
A struggle for independence was then commenced by a massacre 
of about 1,400 natives of the province of Awa. In consequence, 
the Prince of Awa has declared his intention to put the island 
to the sword, and to spare no means for its subjugation. : 

We lately reported the pees bility of the Korea being opened 
up to foreign commerce. It now appears that the Koreans have 
been encroaching on the territories of Satsuma, and otherwise in- 
fringing on some of its prerogatives. The foreign Ministers and 
naval commanders-in-chief in these waters have been invited to a 
conference thereon, the probable result of which will be the grant- 
ing of foreign aid to Satsuma to obtain redress, upon such terms 
as will secure treaty advantages to foreigners. There is some talk 
about Simonoseki being thrown open to foreign trade by Chosiu, 
who is believed to be desirous to do so; and if the foreign Treaty 
Powers would agree with him personally in the matter, and not 
through the intervention of the Government, it would be quickly 
done. Events are hurrying on towards one goal,—throwing open 
the whole Empire to foreigners. 

The telegraph line between Yokohama and Yedo has been thrown 
open to the public for the transmission of messages. 

The American ship F. A. Palmer, which arrived on the 23rd 
June, experienced rough weather on her voyage from Hong Kong 
to San Francisco with 500 Chinese passengers, half of whom were 
attacked with violent smallpox. Infuriated by their sufferings, 
we hear that the latter had shown cigns of mutinous disposition, 
and the captain bore up for this port for repairs, medical aid, and 
also for some assistance. The /'..A. Palmer was encountered by a 
Japanese steamer, which towed her up to the harbour, but omitted 
to berth her, and, although timely representations were made to 
Sir Harry Parkes, the quarantine flag was still visible in the same 
position on the date of our advices. The ship is the property of 
an owner at St. Salvador, and claims protection of the American flag. 

Great excitement was created in barracks by the loss of a littlo 
child, the son of Sergeant Gilbert, of H.M. Ist bat. 10th Regt. 
The boy, who was only four years old, not returning from school, 
it was feared that he had been kidnapped by the Japanese; such 
indeed proved to be the case, but, by the prompt kindness of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lynes,of Daibutz, the child was savedfromthat calamity, 
and restored to his parents. The woman who had stolen the child, 
a strong, well-dressed Japanese, has been handed over to the police. 

The recent scarcity of rice naturally led to immediate imports, 
and, as usual, the trade has been overdone. The consequece is 
that prices have advanced at Saigon and declined here, until rice, 
which, perhaps, is not laid down here at a less cost, everything 
taken into account, than nearly $3 per picul, is saleable at little 
more than two-thirds of that price. The quotations to-day (June 
15) are best round-grain Saigon, $2.25; middling, $2.15 ; lon 
grain do., $1.80. Siam, $1.75 to 1.90. Even at these reduce 
prices demand is slack, and deliveries small. The profits made 
at the beginning of the rice-shipping season thus seem likely to be 
counterbalanced by the losses on late cargoes arriving at its end. 


NAGASAKI. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
June 24, 1870. 
My last, dated 14th inst., was sent via San Francisco. During 
the past ten days events have not been numerous. . 
The schooner Aiwoiv, which was built in Holland for the Japan- 
ese, has changed her flag, and now flies the Satsuma one in addi- 
tion to the national one. The movements of the men-of-war have 
been as follows :—North German corvette Mcdusa, which arrived 
here from Hong Kong at the time of closing my last letter, sailed 
again on the 15th inst. for Yokohama. His Imperial Majesty’s cor 
vette Dupleix arrived on the 20th inst. from a cruise ; this vesse 
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movements excited a little curiosity, as she is contiouslly and 
out of this port, and has gone out again this morning. Her Ma- 
jesty’s ship Salamis arrived here from Shanghai on the 13th inst., 
having on board Vice-Admiral Sir Henry Kellet, K.CB.,, and 
left again for Yokomama on the 17th inst., after coaling. Her 
Britannic Majesty's gunboat Grasshopper remains in port. 

The following has been issued here :—“ Notice is hereby given, 
that this Consulate has been handed over to Max Militzer, Esq., 
who will take charge of the office as acting Consul for the North 
German Confederation. George Westphal, Esq., will discharge 
during the temporary absence of Max Militzer, Esq., the official 
duties of the Consulate. (Signet) G. Scaorturr, Acting Consul 
for the North German Confederation. Nagasaki, June 17, 1870.” 

Besides the above I have to record the change in the Consulate of 
France. M. Roussel takes charge and supersedes M. Leon Dury. 


The following has also been made public:—“ In the matter of 
Rainbow, Lewis, and Co., bankrupts. This being the day ap- 
ointed for a public sitting of the Court, adjourned from the 
28th May, 1870, for the said bankrupts to pass their last examina- 
tion, and also to make application for discharge under the Bank- 
ruptcy Act of 1861 (whereof, and of the purport whereof, the 
notice in that behalf was duly given), a public sitting was held be- 
fore A, A. Annesley, Esq., H.B.M.’s acting Consul, Nagasaki, acting 
in prosecution of the said sre THA when George Lewis, one of 
the above named bankrupts, passed his last examination, and made 
application for his discharge, and there being no opposition thereto 
it was adjudged by the Court that the said bankrupt was entitled 
to such discharge. The order of discharge will be signed and 
delivered out to the said bankrupt on the 11th July, 1870, pro- 
vided no appeal be instituted before that time. H.B.M. Provincial 
Court, Nagasaki, 11th June, 1870.”

y M. Roussel, who arrived here from Yokohama by the last 
Pacific mail steamer. 

During the period that he has held office, and for which he re- 
ecived but a trifling emolument, he has at all times endeavoured, 
in the most zealous and praiseworthy manner, to discharge the 
duties imposed upon him with honour to his country and 
credit to himself ; whilst his gentlemanly deportment and genial 
disposition have gained for him the govdwill and esteem of every 
foreigner in Nagasaki. The conscientious enthusiasm which he 
has always displayed, both in his private and official capacity, will 
render his loss the more keenly fel ; 

The tenure of Monsieur Roussel as Vice Consul at this port, we 
understand, will be limited, it being the intention of the Govern- 
ment to appoint merely a Consular agent who will receive no re- 
muneration for his services. 


We are informed that a meeting at the Club will be convened, 
in order that the residents may have an opportunity of expressing 
their sense of sorrow at his dismissal, their high appreciation of 
his services, and the friendly and cordial estimation in which he 
is held by all. Wherever his field of labour may be in the future, 
we feel assured that the same honesty of purpose, the same assi- 
duity and Perea ree and the same urbanity, which have cha- 
racterised him in Nagasaki, will bo borne along with him, while 
those qualities which have so greatly endeared him to all here 
wilt ever be remembered with mingled feelings of pleasure and 
regret. 

* Two months ago the Japanese Government asked permission of 
the Consular body to allow them to have the names and places of 
residence of Japanese servants in the employ of foreigners re- 
gistered ; the object of which they then stated to be, their sure 
and ready apprehension in the event of robbery. The foreign 
C.nsuls, at the time seeing no objection, ak rather con- 
sidering it a very proper step, readily acquiesced, but the 
true motive of their project, andtheir apparent anxiety for 
the protection of the property of foreigners, has at last dawned 
upon us, The deceptive, as also the grasping propensities of 
the Government are exhibited in the fact of their demand- 
ing one tempo per month from each servant so registered, in 
return for which they receive a small wooden tablet. Some fo. 
reigners, we are informed, have allowed the amount to be paid, 
but the demand being in every way illegal, we trust that, should 
any officer from the Custom-House or elsewhere again request 
such a payment to be made, they will detain him pending in- 
quiries being instituted as to whose authority he dare to make 
such an application. The census taken every year gives the Go- 
vernment every information they may require from Hair subjects

TIENTSIN. 
THE TIENTSIN TRAGEDY. 

The details of this barbarous affair, of which we wereffirst ap- 

rised by a telegram through Grant’s Circular Message, via 
Kiachta, have now been received. The information was first con- 
veyed by the steamer Dragon to Shanghai, and from thence to 
Hong Kong by the steamer Nile, bound to London with 
teas. The North China Daily News of the 27th June 
published an extra, from which we gather that for seve- 
ral days there had been great excitement amongst the Chi- 
nese against foreigners at that place. It was openly said thas-- 
the French Cathedral would be burnt and the foreigners exter- 
minated. ‘To a certain extent this is sadly verified. By a special 
courier overtaking the steamer Dragon, which left Tientsin on the 
afternoon of the 21st June, the news was conveyed that the French 
Consulate and French Cathedral were in flames ; and that the 
French Consul, several other Frenchmen, and Sisters of Mercy had 
been murdered. H.M. gunboat Opossum was lying at Chefoo when 
this news arrived, and started at once (on the night of the 23rd) 
for Tientsin. The Dwarf left Shanghai for Tientsin, in conse- 

uence of this news, and the French gunboat Flamme follows. 
i the meantime the Aspic and Scorpion remain in Shanghai ; 
and H.M. Zebra at Nagasaki has been requested to come over. 

The steamers Manchu (Russell and Oo. 8. 8. Navigation Com- 
pany) and the Appin (Jardine’s) were detained in Tientain to give 
as much protection to foreign residents as possible. No cause is 
assigned for the murderous assault at Tientsin. 

It is reported that M. Rochechouart, who holds the position of 
Charge d’Affaires at Peking, had been aiso a victim; but this is 
not so correctly ascertained as the other facts. One of the victims 
at Tientsin is stated to be a French medical man, but we have 
not learnt his name. 

A meeting was held at Shanghai, convened by Sir Ed. Hornby 
(late commandant of the ray: and resolutions passed 
thereat, in consequence of which the Volunteers were called out, 
in order to defend the settlement in the absence of the gunboats. 

Mr. Mayers, acting Consul at Chefoo, writes on June 23 that 
he had received information from Tientsin of the outrage. 
He says :—As the information I have comes from Her Majesty’s 
Consulate at Tientsin, there can be no question as to its authen- 
ticity, and although I have no power to order the Commander of 
the British steamer Dragon to proceed with all despatch to 
Shanghai, to convey the official communications which have been 
addressed by myself to Commander May, R.N., to H.M. Consular 
and Naval authorities at that port, I consider it eminently 
desirable that she should proceed with as little delay as possible. 

A Shanghai paper says :—The news arrived at Shanghai at two 
P.M. on the 27th June, when the Nile was clearing for sea, and Capt. 
Wright immediately proffered his services to the English and 
French Consuls to bring down the intelligence to the senior officer 
on this station. He had no intention of calling at Hong Kong, 
as he was bound home with a full cargo, a large portion of which 
was engaged at the high freight of £6, on condition of his making 
the voyage in sixty days, and for the remainder he was under 
guarantee not to call anywhere until he reached the Red Sea. 
This guarantee was waived, however, in consideration of the ur- 

ency of the case, but the Vile is still to arrive in sixty days from 
Shanghai, or to lose £1 of her freight. Under these circumstances 
Captain Wright's offer to bring down the news must be thoroughly 
appreciated, utterly disinterested as it is, and proceeding from 
motives of pure courtesy and humanity. The otter was duly ap- 
preciated by the French Consul. 

Another account of the tragedy is from a correspondent at 
Shanghai. 

A startling piece of news has just come in from Tientsin, by the 
steamer Dragon, sent in specially for assistance, that the French 
Cathedral and Consulate at Tientsin have been burnt down, and 
the French Consul and six Sisters of Charity killed. There was, 
unfortunately, no gunboat at ‘l'ientsin at the time, so Mr. Lay, the 
Consul, was organising the defence of the English Settlement 
against attack. This attack has followed close upon the outbreak 
at Nanking. The same accusations were brought against the 
French missionaries of kidnapping children; but none know 
better than the Chinese themselves the untruth of these charges. 
This fact, together with the murder of the Consul and others said 
to be killed, convinces me that these affairs are got up for plunder, 
and afford a plausible ole si for attacking foreigners and looting 
their houses. It isto be hoped that the French will take sum- 
mary measures of reprisal for these murders, and not sit down 
under them like Lord Clarendon, who is morally guilty of these 
slaughters of unoftending people. The affair began at Nanking, 
when the English missionaries had to fly, as they knew they Soild 
get no help, ewing to Lord Olarendon’s instructions, which give | - 
up a distinct treaty right. Had the Chinese thought that these 
outrages would be avenged, they would never have committed 
them. The Knglish gunboat Opossum has gone to Tientsin from 
Chefoo, and the Dvourf left here for the same destination two 


| hours after the news arrived. The Zebra has been sent for to Na- 


gasaki, where she went a few daysago. ‘There are three French 
gunboats in harbour, and they will doubtless hurry to the scene 
of danger. A public meeting is to be held here to-morrow, for 


the purpose of organising a volunteer force for the defence of 
Shanghai.

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My opinion is that without a naval force in the 


Gulf of Pechelee there will never be any satisfactory relations | 


with the Court of Peking. The only thing likely to arouse the 
Government at home would be the massacre of their Minister at 
Peking, not at all an unlikely event. Much anxiety is felt here 
for the foreigners at Peking, as should an outbreak take place 
there they would be unable to defend themselves. I only wonder 
that they have not massacred them long ago. It appears that 
this affair at Tientsin has been meditated for some time, and has 
been known to the Chinese here. The Canton men are in a state 
of excitement, as they have much valuable goods stored at Tien- 
tain, and advantage may be taken by the mob to loot their stores, 
as the Canton men are as much foreigners at Tientsin as we are. 
It appears from the correspondent of the Dai/y News that the 
Bisters of Mercy have been poreeing children for the foundling 
institutions, which I have always looked upon as dens of murder. 
The children in those institutions a// die before they reach two 
years of age. It is the custom of the Chinese not to attack 
foreigners without some specious cause, which, if not actually 
existing, can soon be found. Kidnapping is an institution in 
China as brigandage in Italy and Greece, but missionaries have 
never taken any part init. Children can be bought for sixpence 
each, or eight for a dollar, that is cheaper than fowls, which are 
three for a dollar. These children are bought that they may be 
entered as converts to Christianity, but as they all die I cannot 
perceive how it benefits them. 

The China Mail of 7th July says:—It is needless to say 
that great excitement prevails in Hong Kong, and that the 
preparations which are being made by our military and naval 
authorities for active work should necessity arise meets with the 
unqualified approbation of men of all nationalities, not excepting 
even the Chinese. 

A military force from the garrison of Hong Kong is under 
orders to proceed at a moment's notice to the scene of the dis- 
turbances in the North. The force will consist of 200 men of 
H.M.’s 75th Regiment, 300 men of the 29th M.N.I., two bat- 
teries of Royal Artillery, and a small detachment of the Com. 
missariat Staff Corps. Colonel Gore, it is said, has volunteered to 
command the troops; and Captain Sexton, RB. A., will be com- 
mander of the Artillery batteries. 

It is a curious fact that two foreign officers who stand probably 
highest in the Foreign Inspectorate of Customs—viz., Mr. Robert 
Hart (Inspector-General), and Baron de Meritens—should be at 
Hong Kong at the present criais. Captain Forbes, B.N., Inspector 
of Marine, is also here, or at Canton, at present. 

When the news reached Shanghai, Consul Medhurst at once 
despatched fifteen police from that port (ten English and five 
French) as a small quota of a protecting force. 

A rumour is in circulation hers that the attacking Chinese, 
after their bloody operations had been got through at the French 
Consulate, were on their way to the English Consul’s residence, 
when they were intercepted by the Tartar-General. This, how- 
eviriccais rumour, the origin of which is not easily accounted for. 
French troops are expected to be brought up from Cochin China. 


SHANGTAL. 

The outward mail of May 12 arrived out on June 24. Dates are 
dowa to lst July. 

A correspondent of the North China Herald, with regard to the 
kidnapping of children, says there has been a great mortality 
amongst the children, both at the Teen-choo-tang and at the Yen- 
tsze-tang, during most of this spring ; and some of the Chinese 
inhabitants reiiding near these places having seen, every now and 
then, coffins leaving the missions for the burial ground, various 
surmises sprang up as to the cause of the deaths. The rumour 
having got current that the priests and sisters had destroyed the 
children for the sake of getting their eyes, some people proceeded 
at night to the burial ground and dug up the coffins ; and rumour 
declares that they found two or three bodies in the coffins, the 
eyes of which had been extracted. No foreigner would believe 
for a moment that the priests or the sisters themselves would be 
- guilty of such an act; still, the mass of the Chinese people ac- 

tually credit this, and the consequence is that there is now a bit- 
ter feeling of animosity on the part of the people of Tientsin 
against both the Roman Catholic priests and the sisters of cha- 
rity. There is no doubt in my mind, judging from what I have 
heard from time to time regarding the Chinese connected 
with the Roman Catholic missions, that the pricsts and sis- 
ters have in their service some of the greatest scoundrels in 
China, the acts of whom cause the Roman Catholics to be in- 
tensely hated by the Chinese people generally. It is really dan- 
gerous for a foreigner, who was a stranger to the prope, to walk 
through the streets of this city. I am told that even Dr. Fraser, who 
had been at the hospital of the sister of charity, was obliged to fly 
home to the settlement, the manner of the people being of such a 
threatening character. I have not heard that any of the foreiyn 
mercantile people were interfered with in the smallest way. The 
people of the city appear to hate only the missionary class. The 
present state of affairs at Ticntsin does not speak favourably as to 
the measures the priests have pursued to propagate the morality of 
Christ amongst the Chinese people ; the result clearly showing 
that there has been something extremely rotten in their system, 
as the Chinese people cannot distinguish their followers from kid- 
nappers for brothels, and ruffians of that class. 
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The China Maw says :—Briofly the position is this—1 There 
is a belief at Nanking that kidnapping abounds, and that the 
practice is encouraged by foreigners. 2, The local authorities 
offer $100 reward for the discovery of kidnappers, consequently 
the popular belief that the practice is real is established. 3. Con- 
currently with this official endorsement of the popular belief is 
increased the animosity against foreigners, who are believed to be 
the only kidnappers. 4. Now the only foreigners in Nanking 
are missionaries, of French and English nationalities, and the 
head of the latter is Mr. Taylor, who has already been identified 
with the Yanchow outrage, when his property was destroyed, and 
the lives of himself, wife and family, placed in imminent danger 
Recofmising the old familiar signs of tumult, he withdrew his 
mission from the city, and left it to the French missionaries to 
bear the whole brunt of the “ difficulty.” 

Mr. Taylor must be acquitted of any charge of pusillanimity 
in retiring from his post when it became endangered. He knew 
that The Times would be ready with its pronunciamento if, in 
defending himself against unlawful violence, he gave occasion for 
the interference of the “inevitable gunboat.” 

Sir Edmund Hornby presided, on the 28th June, at a meeting 
for the re-establishment of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, which 
was attended by about 130 gentlemen. It having been resolved 
that the Shanghai Volunteer Corps should be resuscitated, and the 
Rifle Club invited to join as the first company, about one-half of 
those present signed the muster-roll before leaving the meeting. 

The third annual meeting of the Union Steam Navigation Com- 

any was held on the 28th June, at the offices of Messrs. Glover, 
iow, and Co., when the report and accounts of the directors were 
—— The net profits for the past year as set down were Tis. 
9,655 ; of which Tls. 18,503 was absorbed by an interim dividend 
at the half-yearly meeting of 6 per cent., and a return of 5 per 
cent. on freight to contributing shareholders. The report pro- 
osed a further dividend of 6 per cent. and return of 5 per cent., 

Is. 2,000 to reserve, and the balance to new account. Mr. L. H. 
Stoddard was appointed general manager from the 19th June, 
1870, to the 30th September next, in place of Messrs. Glover, 
Dow, and Co., pending arrangements for changing the company 
into a public company. 

We have received further particulars bearing on the history of 
the kidnapping affair. It appears that a dead body was found 
in the city of Nanking in a horribly mutilated state. This cir- 
cumstance caused great excitement, as it was at once connected 
with the idea of the mutilations having been made for necroman- 
tic purposes. Certain draining operations were at the time going 
on in the Roman Catholic premises, and this and the well-known 

ractice of the Catholic missionaries of sending children from 
Nenking to the orphanages at Shanghai, soon brought out in an 
exaggerated form all the customary snperstitions of the people 
in connection with missionary operations. 

Mr. Hudson Taylor, who had moved his party away from the 
city, left one representative there, and it is remarked that the 
Protestant mission has entirely escaped the popular hostility. 

The exact number of persons beheaded for kidnapping is 
eighteen. All accounts agree that the commotion is fast subsid- 
ing ; so much s0, that at Ghinkiang and other places the children 
are returning to the missionary schools. 

During her recent cruise after pirates among the islands at the 
mouth of the Yangtse, the Chinese gunboat Chowkiang hoisted 
the flag of the English Mercantile Marine to lull the suspicions of 
the pirates, by making them believe that she was merely an 
English merchant steamer passing through. Having landed on 
various islands the crew apprehended about thirty of the inhabi- 
tants, whom, they proceeded to torture in order to extract evidence. 
These poor wretches were accordingly hung up by the fingers and 
by the toes; and one woman, who was believed to be the wife of 
one of the pirates, was severely flogged and had her fingures 
broken in a kind of rack. It is true that these atrocities were 
put in practice after dark, when the British flag was hauled down, 

ut they were panne board a steamer which was carrying the 
British flag all the time that a flag was visible, and which the 
sufferers therefore believed to be a British vessel. We under- 
stand that sworn information of the above facts having been laid 
before H. B. M.’s Consul, he has represented the matter to Pek- 
ing protesting against it. 

The Evening Courier of June 30 says that the mail had been 
postponed to July 1. A traveller returning from Ohinkiang re- 
ports that things continue quiet there, though symptoms of the 
recent excitement are still to be seen in the surly bearing of 
the Chinese towards foreigners. This is especially sarod at 
Yangchow. Hesaw onall the dead walls within the city at Chinkiang 
large yellow placards on which was inscribed in large characters, 
“ Beware of the kidnappers! The kidnappers are coming! ” 

H.MS. Adventure, arrived from Japan, will, it is understood, re- 
main here until the arrival of the Yebra. 

The Yangtse this year presents a singular phenomenon. The 
water at Hankow has reached a rise of thirty-eight feet above its 
lowest level last winter. But below Kiukiang the rise is great, 
out of all proportion to that at Hankow ; in fact, it is already as 
high as the highest point of the flood of 1866. This is naturally 
attributed to some abnormal elevation of the waters of the Poyang 
Lake, but how this elevation has been produced no one seems able 
to explain. 

Several changes have taken place in the 8, & N, Company. 
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The new steamer Moning has taken the name of Hupeh, the former 
name both as written and spoken bearing such a resemblance to 
that of their other steamer Moyune as might lead t» mistakes. 
The following chauges have been made in the command of various 
steamers :—Captain George Choate Johnston, late of the Moyune, 
takes command of the Aupeh, Captain Jayne, who has just 
brought out the latter steamer, gets the Shanse, Captain Hawse, 
of the Shanse is transferred to the Shantung, Captain Friend, of 
the Shantung takes the Moyune, Captain Lloyd, of the Hangchow 
takes the Fusiyama, and Captain Harman takes the Hangchow.

AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 


Mr. Ray has resigned his post as Harbour-master, and goes 
home by next mail. Mr. Jaques, of the Customs, leaves also for 
England at the same time, on eighteen months’ leave. Mr. Hart 
left a few days ago for Swatow, having decided, before his depar- 
ture, to turn the tonnage dues of Amoy at last into their proper 
chanuel. A lighthouse is to be erected in Chapel Island, where 
it is much required by navigators both up and down the coast. 
Mr. Boyce, of the British Government Board of Works Depart - 
ment, has also left for Swatow, having ordered the interpreter’s 
house here to be partially pulled down and rebuilt. When this 
building and the new offices and gaol are finished it is said 
that Amoy will have sufficient accommodation for any consular 
staff likely to be required. 


The removal of the consular offices to Koolangsoo in very incon- 
venient to commercial men, the more so as the new Custom House 
in course of erection isin Amoy. The Leekim people are more 
obstructive than ever, so much so as to justify the fear of a 
collision. A few days ago a boat belonging to Messrs. Tait and Co., 
of this place, was pated in the harbour, in open day, by the La- 
kini people ; and baskets containing tiffin, &c., were overhauled, 
under the excuse of searching whether any opium or other con- 
traband articles were concealed in them. On the same night the 
watchman in charge of their premises was assaulted by an armed 
body of Leekim rowdies. It is impossible to describe adequately 
the espionage to which the merchants are subjected by these 
people. Goods are not allowed to be taken ten yards from their 
doors without being at once reported, and made to pay the 
tax. Spies are constantly in and out of the merchants’ com- 
pounds, reporting stocks, &c., to the Leekim officers. The effect of 
this system is as injurious as it is humiliating ; not only are our 
pockets taxed, but our self-respect is insulted. I am, however, in- 
clined to think that a crisis is impending. What should be done 
is to compel the Central Government to pay better salaries to 
their local officials, and severely puuish them when they are de- 
tected in “ squeezing’”’—an abuse which, since the Customs re- 
venue has beeu remitted to Peking, has been much resorted to by 
way of making up for the reduced incomes of the employés. 


I do not wish to say a word against the Foreign Customs in 
general ; it is in its local application to Amoy, under the present 
system, that it is radically vicious. 

It is useless in China to attempt to effect partial reforms. Let 
the Octroi duties be levied in China, as in Europe, at a moderate 
and fixed tariff, approved by all the Treaty Powers, and let an 
official detected in fraudulent exaction be condignly punished, 
besides being dismissed, and we may reasonably hope for a better 
state of things. But while the present abuses are suffered to re- 
main at the root of the evil, piece-meal legislation will be in vain. 





HONG KONG. 
The London mail of May 27 arrived out on July 3. Dates are 
now down to the 7.h. 
The account of the arrival of the news from Tientsin is given 
under Tientsin :-— 
Mr. Robert Hart, Chief Inspector of Customs, has received the 
honour of the Grand Cross of Francis Joseph, for services rendered 
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to the Austrian Embassy, in the framing and passing of th® 
Austro-Hungarian Treaty with China. 

A new rule has been laid down by Mr. Hart, the Inapector- 
General, by which any master or officer of a steamer assisting in 
the capture of smuggled opium is entitled to receive one half of 
the sum realised by the sale. The first to benefit by the rule is 
Captain Ashton, of the Yesso, who discovered about 30,000 dollars 
worth of opium concealed on board his vessel, and receives, on re- 
porting it, half of the total. Captain Ashton was severely han- 
dled, while making the seizure, by the Chinese owners of the drug. 

The Hon. P. Ryrie has been elected Chairman of the Chamber 
of Commerce, the Hon. James Whittall having declined to accept 
the post. The ig of cotton yarn and piece goods brought 
from England to Bombay by the steamer Danube, via the Suez 
Canal, have also been received by the Hong Kong Chamber. They 
are good, though not of the best material, and are interesting princi- 
pally because of the remarkable expedition which enters into all 
mercantile affairs in these days. They were forwarded by Messrs. 
Learoyd, of Huddersfield. 

The time of departure of the English homeward mail from 
July 21 has been fixed at noon, instead of nine a.m. on the adver- 
tised days. 

The Rev. D. Vrooman, U.S. Consular Interpreter, has been 
elected Acting Consul at Canton to fill the post of the late Col. 
Chenoweth, until such time as the Consul-General at Shanghai 
shall make proper arrangements for filling the vacancy. Mr. 
Vrooman is an old resident of Canton, a thorough Chinese scho- 
lar, and well versed in Consular duties. 

Section B of Marine Lot 132, Bonham Strand, with the house 
thereon, was sold by Mr. Armstrong for $1,650. The British 
barque Navarino was purchased by a Chinaman on the 30th for 
$5,200. 

The China Mail says:—It is our painful duty to record the 
death of Mr. Thomas Hunt, formerly of Whampoa, who died at 
Salem on the 2ist of May, in his sixty-fifth year. Mr. Hunt was 
one of the pioneers of Southern China, and before the cession of 
Hong Kong acted as U. 8. Vice-Consul. 

We have advices from Takao (Formosa) that the total exports 
of sugar this year exceed all those of former seasons. From lat 
January the export of sugar from Takao and Taiwan is estimated 
at 600,000 piculs despatched by the three foreign firms in For- 
mosa. The export of rice, sessamum seeds, &c., is also re- 
ported ‘to be considerably in excess of former years. It is said 
that $50,000 will be appropriated for the removal of some sand 
banks and the construction of new piers and other improvements 
in this port. 

The celebration of the 4th July by the American members of 

our community passed off quietly, but enthusiastically. A salute 
was fired at twelve o’clock by the American steamer Ashuelot, re- 
sponded to by the Princess Charlotte and the other men.of-war in 
harbour. A reception was held by Lieut. Col. Goulding, the Ame- 
rican Consul. 
The Italian corvette Principessa Clotilde, which proceeded to 
Batavia and the Island of Borneo in search of a suitable location 
for the proposed Italian colony in the East, has arrived at Saigon, 
where orders awaited her to procced to Yokohama to protect the 
Italian merchants trading with the Japanese in silkworms. She 
is expected to return here in October. Can her visit to Yokohama 
have any connection with the proposed Korean Expedition ? 








BORNEO.

SARAWAK, 

From what is termed the Government Gazette of Sarawak we 
learn that an expedition of 11,000 Malays and Dyaks, commanded 
by H.H. the Rajah of Sarawak, started in the beginning of June 
to attack a large body of Dyaks who were living up a small and 
dangerous stream named Katibas, a tributary of the Nejang, and 
under Sarawak rule. This stream, which is only accessible for 
small boats, has been infested for the last year by Dyaks, 
who have defied Government authority, and persisted in 
taking the herds of Malays, Chinese, and, in fact, all 
persons not belonging to their own circle. They are nearly 
related to the tribe inhabiting the head of the Kapuas, or 
Pontianak River, under the rule of the Netherlands Govern- 
ment; and, as the force approached, tvere largely reinforced 
from that direction. After several days of excessively hard labour 
in pulling and poling the 300 boats over the rapids and shoals, and 
having been four days in the heart of the enemy’s country, the 
force returned, having completely accomplished their object in 
in burning and destroying all the houses and property beloagiiia 
to the enemy. The loss on the Sarawak side was forty killed and 
many wounded ; the casualties on the part of the enemy are not 
exactly known, but they must have suffered heavily. It is ex- 
pected that this expedition will be the means of bringing these 
ian tera Dyaks to their senses, and enabling traders to deve- 
lop the resources of these primitive lands, which abound in gutta- 
percha, camphor, beeswax, rattans, hard wood, &c. &c. 

The Rejang District contains a population of from seventy to 
‘ eighty thousand, the principal part of whom are friendly and well 
disposed ; and trade for some years has been rapidly increasing. 
Once clear of head-hunters, there will be a line of traffic by this 
,Tiver direct into the centre of the island of Borneo. The main 
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river is navigable for steamers for about 160 miles, above which 
rapids have to be passed by boats. The inland tribes speak many 
different tongues, and make trading voyages about twice a year to 
the Government station, Sibu, about sixty miles from the mouth 
of the Rejang. The Rajah was accompanied by Mesers. Paul, 
Chapman, Skelton, Nelson, and Low, officers in charge of outsta- 


tions in the Sarawak territory.

THE OPIUM TRADE AND MINISTERIAL MORALITY, 
A PAMPHLET has been published on the late debate on Sir 
Witrrip Lawson's motion on the opium trade. The author 
-is evidently sincere, and his little treatise may therefore be 
fairly termed exhaustive of the arguments of the respectable 
and influential party, which would unconditionally extrude 
the opinm monopoly from our fiscal system. We could have 
wished that, in a cause manifestly so conscientious, the au- 
thor’s style had been a little leas florid and sardonic. Direot 
appeals to the Almighty, and quasi comparisons of the First 
Lord of the Treasury with the Prince of Darkness, weaken an 
argument which would otherwize be listened to with uure- 
served respect. Nor can we congratulate the author on the 
success or purity of his redundant quotations, parodies, and 
classicisms. ‘To talk of the Roman “ naumachia” is surely an 
example of the“ flippant Latinity” which the writer condemus. 
The object of the present pamphlet is solely to expose the 
moral evils of the opium trade ; and this it accomplishes 
with a masterly and a not over-scrupulous hand. Of the 
indirect good which may spring from the exercise of a traffic, 
open intrinsically to grave objection, it says not a word. Of 
any substitute for the revenue which it yields to our Empire 
in the East it offers no suggestion. It is, moreover, not quite 
fair in its comparisons of the evil effects of opium and alco- 
hol. With these slight reservations, however, we gladly ac- 
cept the present pamphlet as the best argument that can be 
presented by the opponents of a traffic which we should all 
be rejoiced to discontinue—if we only knew how to set about 
it. One page of suggestioh to this end would outweigh a 
whole volume of invectives against the present system ; and 
if the author of “ Ministerial Morality,” who has certainly 
exhausted that form of argument, should induce only one 
practical mind to show us how to relieve ourselves of the 
reproach which he describes, his pamphlet will not have been 
written in vain. 


From a telegram which appears in another column it is 
evident that the fraits of the present—or we think we may 
now venture to sny the late—policy towards China are now 
developing. The news of the rejection of the new Convention 
will arrive at Peking most opportunely, and no doubt will 
very materially alter the instructions from thence to the pro- 
vincial authorities. Be this as it may, we feel assured that 
the an ag Government will perceive that a change has 
occurred in our policy, and that the “inevitable gunboat ” 
must again take its place in the adjustment of the insults 
we are repeatedly subjected to. The Chinese certainly take 
a deal of drilling ; but if these late outrages are properly 
handled by the French and ourselves, we believe that we 
shall not see a repetition of them for a long time. It is 
indispensable, however, that the present opportunity should 
not be lost. The 4ocal mandarins of the places where the 
outrages have occurred must be degraded and proclaimed in 
the Peking Gazette, and ample pecuniary compensation 
exacted for the losses and inconvenience sustained. A pe- 
rusal of our mail news will show that the details of the 
Tientsin massacre are very incomplete. 
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THE STEAMER FOR THE STRAITS. 


WE understand that the Home Government have decided 
on supplying the Straits Settlements with a small steamer at 
a cost of about £8,000, and that they will order the Petho 
and Rainbow, now in use, to be disposed of. The new steamer 
has been launched from the yard of Mr. Lawrie, at White- 
inoh, on the Clyde. She is a paddle-wheel, of 400 tons, and 
is specially fitted for conveying the Governor or official ~, 
With reference to this subject the following letter has beeu- 
addressed by Mr. TrpMan, the secretary to the Straits Settle- 
ments Association, to the Earl of KimBEREy, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies :— 


I am requested to solicit your attention to the following paragraph 
in the speech of Governor Sir H. Ord, delivered in Singapore on the 
28rd May last, at the opening of the Legislative Council of the Straits 
Settlements :—‘‘In conveying the approval of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment of the estimates for the year 1870-71, the Secretary of State in- 
forms me that the proposed expenditure of $117,000 for a new 
steamer is considered to be too large, and that Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment will endeavour to purchase a fast and commodious vessel which 
will answer the purpose of the Government for a much smaller sum. 
The conclusion has of late been forced upon me that it would have 
been more advantageous for the colony if the steamer had originally 
been ordered to be built here instead of at home. She might not have 
been so perfect a veascl, but time and money would have been saved, 
and all local requirements would have been carefully attended to 
Hitherto there has been no opportunity of bringing forward this idea, 
but I have taken advantage of that which this communication pre- 
sents, and have written to the Secretary of State, pointing out that 
a vessel in all yespects suitable for our purpose could be built on 
the spot for a sum not exceeding $80,000, and suggesting that it 
would be far better to adopt this arrangement than that in contem- 
plation. As Her Majesty’s Government have approved of my recom- 
mendation, that the present steamers shall eventually be sold as 
favourable opportunities offer, the actual expenditure it will entail 
will be considerably below this sam.” 


The letter which I had the honour to address to your Lordship's 
A ced in office recapitulates the grounds upon which opposition 

as been made to the purchase of an expensive steam yacht for the 
Governer's use, and I am to cxpress the great satisfaction felt by the 
Association that Earl Granville should have interposed to spare the 
colony so heavy and unnecessary an outlay as was contemplated by 
Governor Ord. The greatly extended and daily increasing facilities 
for the conveyance of public servants, mails, &c., between one part of 
the colony and the other, and the very moderate cost at which it is 
understood that the lighthouse service could be carried out by con- 
tract, make it evident that for thes? purposes there is no necessity 
for maintaining a colonial steamer at all; but Iam to point out to 
your Lordship, that in any event the wants of the settlement would 
be met by the maintenance of one of the existing steamers; and 
that all that is required is, to dispose of the Rainbow and retain the 
Petho in commission. The latter vessel was purchased by Governor 
Ord only go recently as 1867 for $62,000, and was'then a new vessel. She 
has just been surveyed by officers of Her Majesty's ship Donegal, 
now on her way to England, and the ship and macainery are reported 
in good order, and fit for several years’ service. 


The Association, therefore, are unwilling to believe that Her 
Majesty's Government, with a full knowledge of the facts before them, 
will approve of the Governor's recommendation to incur so serious a 
loss as would be involved in the sale of the Pesho, a loss estimated by 
himself at $42,000, and that, in addition to this, they will sanction the 
outlay of $80,000 on a new steamer, thus further taxing the Colony to 
the extent of $122,000, while no more efficient steam scrvice than 
already exists would be provided for it. Your Lordship is doubtless 
aware that the Governor's scheme has been unanimously opposed by 
the unofficial members of Council, and that the vote for the steamer 
was introduced into the Colonial estimates by the casting vote of Sir 
H. Ord. As for Sir H. Ord's proposal to build a new steamer under 
his own supervision in the Colony, at a supposed cost of $80,009, the 
Association, mindful of the dangerously elastic character.of his former 
estimates (as evidenced in the expenditure on the new Government 
House), can only regard it as a dernier ressort and one undeserving of 
serious consideration. 


It is hoped, therefore, that your lordship will seo fit to forbid any 
further expenditure in the direction referred to, and that in event of 
one vessel being required in the meantime, to meet any possible ex- 
gencies of the Colonial Service, your lordship will direct the Peiho to 
be retained in commission, and the second existing steamer, the Rain- 
bow, to be forthwith disposed of. 











. Apviozs from Colombo report coffee properties as greatly 
depressed at present.

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THE WAR AND THE SITUATION. 
(London and China Ezpress, Aug. 19.) 

The spectacle of la belle France at the present moment is 
one which cannot fail to excite compassionate sympathy for 
the nation, at least commensurate with the indignation 
aroused by the mad incompetence of her Government. The 
war was undertaken for no righteous object, and the failure 

_ of the expedition of NapoLEon the TairD cannot be regarded 
without thankfulness ; but France, though convuleed and 
shattered, is not yet humiliated. She owes her present suf- 
forings to the false system under which she has too long 
permitted herself to be governed, and one more great reverse 
will probably destroy the last remains of her allegiance to 
the Empire. Unless some great and authentic good news be 
received in Paris from the camp in a few days it is be- 
lieved that a revolution cannot be avoided, if, indeed, it be 
not anticipated by the abdication of Naponeon the Turn, in 
imitation of the conduct of his uncle in 1814. It is la- 
mentable to reflect that many thousands of men are 
doomed, according to appearance, to perish in a last and 
almost hopeless struggle for the rehabilitation of the Em- 
pire. But, whatever may be the result of the impend- 
ing battle, France, as a nation, can never be humiliated 
until her capital is besieged. There is nothing to lead us 
to believe that Prussia would inflict this indiguity upon a 
prostrate and mistaken foe. Such a course would be op- 
posed, not only to humanity, but to policy. The present 
Lord Dersy said well, many years ago, that nothing could be 
more infatuated than to humiliate a Power which it was not 
intended finally to crush. It isimpossible that France should 
becrushed in the sense intended. One more victory and it will 
be expected of King Wittiam that he should propose terms 
of honourable peace. That these terms should include the 
abdication of the Emperor is hardly less likely to be re- 


quired by France than insisted upon by her antagonist. The |. 


traditional policy of Prussia may also require a pecuniary in- 
demnity for the expenses of the war ; and, indeed, a sum of 
forty millions sterling—about the value of the bullion in the 
Bank of France—has already been mentioned. The exact 
amount of such a penalty would probably be referred to the 
arbitration of independent Powers ; but, with her army 
shattered, her capital on the eve of revolution, her provinces 
—and even her African colony—in a state of siege, it would 
be better that France should empty her treasury than that 
the French nation should be decimated by the famine which 
always follows on the heels of triumphant invasion. 


THE CHINA CONVENTION. 


WuHe the official circular of Earl GranvILLE—given in our 
impression of the 5th Aug.—was issued, the home press did 
not notice it, owing to the all-absorbiug interest of the war, 
but the Daily News of the 16th contains the following :— 


Lord Granville has exercised a wise discretion in refusing to carry 
out Lord Clarendon’s intention of ratifying Sir Rutherford Alcock’s 
Convention with China. After the recent murders of the French 
Consul! and other French subjects it would have been imprudent, if 
not actually rash, to make any fresh concessions to the Imperial Go- 
vernment. If in its immediate vicinity it is incapable of insuring the 
safety of foreignera, what chance would there be of its doing so, even if 
it were disposed to do s0, in remote portions of the Empire? The 
difficulty with respect to Mr. Burlingame’s credentials, and the 
| sbhopepotin put forward in them by the Emperor of China, has never 

een cleared up. The whole of the European commercial community, 
both in our settlements and in the open porte, was unanimous in pro- 
testing against negotiations with him on the basis he was instructed to 
propose. By the Treaty of Tientsin we have accorded as much to the 
claims of the Chinese as is at all consistent with a due regard to the com- 
mercial interests of thiscountry. Any further attempts at conciliation 
would be wholly misunderstood at Peking, and would almostinevitably 
lead to a renewal of those misuoderstandings which have already costus 
so dearly. In our past intercourse with the Chinese we have certainly 
not been altogether guiltless, and if our intercourse with them were 
only now commencing, we may assume that it would be conducted on 
very different principles. But as we have gained a footing in the 
Empire by the sword, it is by the sword that we must, for some time 
at least, announce ourselves prepared if necessary to maintain it. 
Through countless generations the Chinese have been accustomed to 
look upon the will of the stronger as the legitimate rule of life, and 
they would not understand any other argument we might lay before 
them for our interference. If we show a too ready inclination to 
listen to their demands they will attribute it to fear ; the security of 
our trade will be jeopardised, and, what is in the long run of greater 
consequence, all hopes of diffusing a tincture of European civilisation 
among the vast hordes of the Middle Kingdom must be indefinitely 
postponed. 
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Tue steamer Hdinburgh left the Thames on the 20th inst., 
with part of the telegraph cable, which is to connect Penang 
and Madras. The Scanderia with the remaining portion will 
be despatched the first week in September, to be followed by 
the William Cory. The two last-named vessels will proceed 
via the Suez Canal.

It is understood that Mr. Hargreaves, who lately failed at 
Shanghai, and who is now in England, has not made any arrange- 
ment with creditors here. He will return to attend the meeting 
of creditors in Shanghai in October. Great dissatisfaction has 
been expressed at Judge Hornby permitting him to leave Shanghai. 

The circular of Mr. John Dent, announcing his establishment 
under the form of Dent and Co., Shanghai, with Messrs. Ashton 
and Co. as London agents, has been received. 

A circular has been issued by Messrs. Barber, Nephew, and Co. 
announcing that Mr. Simpson, many years in the house of Messrs. 
Matheson and Co., will continue their business undr the style of 
Barber, Simpson, and Co., during the liquidation of their firm, 
It is impossible to say how the liquidation will result; the chief 
cause of the stoppage was advances on cotton. 

There is some anxiety as to the vessels under the North Ger- 
man flag now on the way from the Far East. The only one from 
China is the Paradies, bound to Hamburg with a cargo of tea, 
cassia, drugs, and sundries, which has arrived safely at Scilly, 
having!escaped the French cruisers. From Manila there are two 
vessels, the Jacob Rothenburg and Jessie, with sugar and hemp 
cargoes. From Bangkok there are two with rice cargoes, the Max 
and Venus. From Penang and Singapore, with general cargoes’ 
of Straits produce, the list is as follows :—

NEW YORK MARKET REPORT.

The following is from Messrs. Beebe's Circular, dated 29th July: - 
Our last report of the tea market was under date of July 15, since 
which sales have been made from first hands to the extent of 5,800 
hf.-ch Green, 2,200 hf.-ch Oolong, and 3,200 hf.-ch Japan, the latter in- 
cluding about 2,000 hf.-ch choice, new crop goods to arrive via Panama. 
Shortly after the despateh of the last mail, an increased inquiry from 
the trade generally for teas was observable. This would doubtless 
have led to considerable business, and on better terms for importers, 
but for the War news from Europe and consequent rise in gold here. 
At the close no sufficient advance in currency values has been realised, 
to meet the inereased cost of gold, and the trade are now operating 
with extreme caution, and only to meet passing wants. The Surprise 
from Shanghai, and Coeur de Lion from Yokohama have arrived since 
our last. We revise our quotations for this mail to correspond with 
prices accepted for the recent sales. 

The following are the current quotations :—Greens (Moyune, Twanki 
and Fychow): Gunpowder, common to good, 55c. to 95c. ; fine to 
finest, 70¢. to 120c. ; Imperial, common to good, 48c. to 90c.; fine to 
finest, 55c. to 105c.; Young Hyson, common to good, 4(0c. to 80c. ;
